Captain Jan. E. A. Gibbs, in¬ 
ventor of the Wilcox & Gibbs' 
Hewing innohine, in the InBt of the 
inventors in that line now living. 
He rmidna at Kaphine, Rock¬ 
bridge county, Virginia. To a re¬ 
porter of tho Staunton Vindicator, 
he told the story of hia invention: 

I got into it purely aa a matter of 
curiosity. Wbeu I was living Rt 
Mill Poiut, rooubontna couuty, W. 
Va., working hr a unrjientcr, 1 row 
it rough wood cut of n Grover & 11a 
ker iinicliiiie. 1 snw it liuil a nee¬ 
dle attached, to a metal arm which 
could not piiKM entirely through the 
the gondH, lint must go through and 
retieat. There was nothing iu the 
udvertlHeuieiit to show that there 
was more than one there was more 
than one thread. ‘I knew the 
thread mint he fastened someway 
uiiii.. ilie goods. I concluded from 
ila position that it had a revolving 
liook ou the end of tho shaft, which 
-I'iil the work. I then invented the 
Wilcox & Gihbs revolving hook as 
a means l»y which it could l»e done, 
ami believing that that had solved 
the problem, 1 thought no moro 
about It, just ns a man who solves 
a problem in the newspapers and 
thinks no more of it. Some months 
after that 1 saw a Singer machine 
with Its shuttle Hint nndurthread. 

I then got hold of a patent office 
report descriliing the Grover & lla 
ker machine. 1 then realized that 
the idea I had formed #sh entire 
ly different from either, ami con¬ 
cluded I had a valuable invention, 
but like other inventors I rail off on 
other ideas that I thought more 
simple iqitl cheaper, and 1 took out 
two other patents before I took out 
the patent on the Wilcox and Giblm 
hook.

Question any Intelligent Japan¬ 
ese oil the subject, you will flml 
him in nine cases out of ten advo 
eating strong views as to the ne¬ 
cessity of preventing the Cliiuese 
troops from intervening betreeu tho 
aggrieved Korean (ample ami their 
Oppressors. Leave these unhappy 
people free to work out their own 
salvation, and if necessary use force 
against whomsoever may attempt 
to interfere with Korea’s internal 
uffaira. Such is the opinion freely 
expressed iu private by the majori¬ 
ty of the educated class in Japan. 

A Chinese journal says, 

Tho present government of Ko¬ 
rea, lias become practicably impos¬ 
sible. It lives but a parasite, and 
now that the stock is becoming ex 
hansted, must apparently die like a 
parasite. It has no vitality in it¬ 
self .nml stimulus from without 
would only tend to extend its root¬ 
lets still farther into the vital* of 
the laud, so a very complicated 
question remains to be solved. 

Thus the reader may gain some 
idea of the true inwardness of the 
prevailing struggle ovor Korea. It 
seems sail that the peace of the 
world should, hang on questions 
that concern a people so little 
known as the Koreans. But 
wrongs must be redressed. 

Here is an agreeable story which 
Mark Twain is quoted as telliug 
about himself: It gave him real 
pleasure, be said, to hear that his 
works were almost the only tbiug 
which Mr. Darwin read during the 
last year of his life, till he beard 
that. Mr. Darwin suffered from a 
kiud of mental atrophy, and was 
forbidden to read anything but ab¬ 
solute diivel.

Geological Formation of Our 
County. 

Professor 8. B. Brown, who has 
the chair of geology in the West 
Virgiuia University, gave a most 
intercstlpg lecture oil the geologpwl 
formation of l’ooahontss couuty. 
He asserted that one could tell 
what nianuer of people lived In a 
certain section. A certain sort of 
rock, which Is the basis of all soil, 
gives a certain sort of vegetation, 
and It is rich or productive noil or 
poor and barren nccordlnglv. From 
our nearness to limestone, Hrofeeor 
Brown said that he had rightly in 
lerred that wo hud a good grass 
and grain country, lieuoe fat cattle, 
which makes people rich, and so 
they have an op|Mirtunlty of liecom- 
ing an educated and intelligent sort, 
lie said he had not boon disappoint¬ 
ed and that he hud found it a liter¬ 
al lund of milk and honey. 

Here are given some notes from 
his lecture: 

8tartlng with what in known ns 
the Hamilton shales, we have that 
formation that allows broad val. 
leys ami wide meadows to be mmlq. 
by the streams. These lie flat in 
the Tygsrt’s Valley, near Beverly, 
and so wo see there a broad valley. 
Tbe Hamilton Shales appear again 
at Huntersville, but are more up¬ 
right, and the flat country is not so 
extensive; the country, however, 
broadens ou*near the White Hul 
phur Springs. Green bank aud 
Dunmore lie it) this region of ilam 
ilton shales. This is .always good 
tanning country. These shales are 
named from the town of Hamilton, 
N. Y., (Uolgnte College) where they 
were dipt studied-,. They extend 
south to Kbysifr, Elk ins, Beverly,* 
Huntersville, ami tho White Sul¬ 
phur Springs. These (mints show 
the direction they He Iu West Vir¬ 
ginia.,. From this formation most 
Wpbtir springs are yielded, owing 
ir con taming sulphate of iron, 
ly above this la that 


region. Id New York or Kngluml 
or wherever found the oouutry la 
good for grass. 

The ncxlinyer had in this coun¬ 
ty is the coal bearing serle*, and 
that is to be IbniiAit the top oftbe 
high mountains.

A Korean Blackmailer. 

A few months since Kim ok Kim, 
a Korean revolutionist ill sympathy 
with tho Japanese, was assassinat¬ 
ed, at Shanghai, by one Hong, a 
Chinese emifsily. By the order of 
Li Hung Cluing, I long.mil the dead 
laaly of his victim were taken to 
Korea. Tho body whs cut iuto six 
pieces, and a piece sent to each of 
tho six governors of the lending 
provinces. Alter keeping the piece 
three days ou publio exhibition, It 
will be sent to Mount Klip l'i Sou, 
regarded as being the most dishon¬ 
orable mountain In Korea, sixty 
miles from Seoul, the cupitnl.

As to the mdonut of toll heconld 
pay, it could lie estimated when we 
consider time one eighteenth as 
much (lower is required to move a 
ton per loot upon a steel rail, as Is 
required to more a like weight n 
like distance upon a gravel road, 
and only oue eighth os much as is 
required for a like performance up¬ 
on tho l>ent pavement. 

As to the cost, it would be noth¬ 
ing like ns great as the cost of pav 
ing or McAdnniieing tbe roads. I 
do not know tlie price of steel rails, 
but the cost of ties would tie small, 
alter reaching the mountains, teu 
miles from Staunton ; not over ten 
ceuts each for such a rond. 

The road is already graded, and 
the whole cost, exclusive of rolling 
stock, would not, I think, exceed 
one thousand dollars per mile, 
throughout. And while horse pow 
or would be nsed upon it a“ first, 
horses would soon bo abandoned 
for tho electric motor. 

Whether Btaauton tries it or not, 
the steel road is tbe coming rond, 
or rather is the road that lias come 
with electricity as tbe motor. And 
did I not fear you are tired, I would 
writo many columus as to bow and 
why electricity will bo the motor; 
also why it should be met by a line 
up and down tbe Greenbrier valley.

The enormous smouut of energy 
stored in a revolving fly wheel is 
strikingly shown when it files In 
pieces, us one did in the Mauville 
Mills, at Manville, It. I., on the 
morning of tbe 18th ultimo. In 
barsting, tbe wheel destroyed two 
other fly-wbeels of the same t size- 
20 feet in diameter and 25-inch lace 
The break will canse a shut down 
of the mills for nearly a month for 
repairs, aud the damage amounts to 
816,000. The arms of the wheels 
were broken off nearly to tbe hubs, 
and immense pieces were hurled 
long distances through tbe rooraud 
walls ot the eDgine room. Large 
pulleys and other machinery above 
the engine-room were smashed aud 
twisted into a mass of wreckage. 
Fortunately no oue was hurt.

Alter this comes a worthless sort 
of nt|p)o kiiowu oh the Cat^kill 
Sandstone, which Is of no use iih a 
building stone, and yields no vege¬ 
tation. 11 unity a foothold can be 1 
Imd on the ateep mountain sides for 
a road, as shown by the road around 
Knupp’a Creek near HunteMVjlle. 

Next iu order, going up, we jftnne 
to the stone that forms the hills mi 
mediately around Marlinton, the 
Pocouo, “Big Injun* 1 sandstone. It 
is several hundred feotiu thickness 
It is the great oil bearing rock of 
West Virginia, when it bes deep in 
the earth. Iu our county it is su 
perflcinl, and the oil has long sinse 
been drained by tbe deep valleys 
cut by the streams, or it has evapo¬ 
rated ; wo may never expect to find 
oil in this county. When deep in 
the earth, it lies in folds formiug 
inverted troughs and in tbe top of 
the arch is the gas; next oil; and 
at the lowest part of the trough is 
the salt water. According to 
where tbe drill strikes the store, 
gas, oil, or salt water is yielded. 
West Virginia oil is of vegetable 
origin, and the lime-oil of Ohio of 
animal origin. '| 

Tbe limestone rises above this 
Pocono sandstone, aud a limestone 
country is always valuable. Ilad 
tbe Big Spring country lieeu of 
sandstone it would have simply 
good water, perhaps, but nothing 
else. This limestone region extends, 
from five miles from the Pennsylva¬ 
nia line, where it is about 100 feet 
in thickness, southward, np Cheat 
River, dowu tbe Greenbrier, into 
Greenbrier county, where it is prob 
ably 1000 feet iu thickness, on into 
Kentucky, where it may be still 
thicker. This is the great cave for¬ 
mation. Water containing vegeta¬ 
tion dissolves limestone and they 
are formed. 

Above the limestone lie the 
Mauch Chunk shales, which make 
the soil blood red; this is to be seen 
on Elk Mountain and on Elk gener¬ 
ally the soil is Of this same color, 
and grass always grows iu such ?*
